CHPSAPEAKE AND OHIO CANAL 

From good authority, the editor of the 
American Farmer lately understood, in Wash- 
ington, that the estimate for the Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal, would be about $32,000,000 ;

AMERICAN CANALS. 

The New York Observer contains a 
interesting account of all the canals, which 
have been completedand projected in Ameri- 
ca. It informs us, that there are now com 
pleted, within the limits of the United States, 
six hundred and ninety miles of canal, with 
2645 fect of lockage, constructed ot an ex 
pense of fourteen and a half milions of 
dollars, ‘That there are in progress, and un- 
der contract, eight hundred and twenty-eight 
miles of canal, with 3,611 feet of lockage — 
the expense is estimated at $19,250,000. In 
Foglaud there are more than one hundred 
canals, extending 2542 miles, which were 
constructed at an expense of one hundred and 
thirty-two millions of dollars.

MR. LAURENS 
Of all the worthies of the American Revolu- 
thon there was not one who was more remark 
| able for his pecuhantes than Mr. Laurens.-- 
He was a stern Republican, a man of the 
strictest probity, and who would not turn to 
the night or to the lef\ to avoid! respowsbality 
A few circumstances of his life arc within the 
| recollection of the writer as commumeated by 
a cotemporary, and, for a considerable time, 
| one of his official family 
Mr. Laurens was, for some time, the Presi- 
dent of tiie Revolutionary Congress. It was 
his custom, every day, and within the day, to 
perform all the duties assigned him by the re- 
| solutions of the body over which he presided. 
Congress, at the time, conssted of but one 
House, and the President was the Executive 
officer of the Government, So great an econo 
| mist was he of time, that, counting the hours 
he was employed during the sessions, be was 











engaged fer sateen hours in every day in the 
ty ton of basmes: He weaned his 
c or secretanes, and would employ none 


but those who were willing to go through the 
same degree of labor as himself. He never 
kept any copy of his carrespomlence but the 
record of bis ofhce, which is to be seen at this 
tume in the Department of State. Mis prac- 
Yee was to commence writing, au!, as he 
wrote, he read off, by two or three worl, ata 
tame, as he proceeded to lus clerk, who co 
pred mto the book which beeame the record, 
aml winch was feashed a» soon as Mr. Lau 
rens had completed bw letter. The orginal, 
im his own heod writing, was (hen foiled, and 
despatched to its destiaation 

Mr, Laurens took part agaist Silas Deane, 
consdeting hum asa dishonest man. At that 
penod, Deane hal many frends in Congress 
who supported tam, aud Mr. Laurens bcocame, 
in OM Measure, unpopular with that bady. 
Not that his integrity or patnotiam was doubt 
ed: but it was thought that he was unduly pre- 
judiced against Deane. This induced him to 
resiga the place of President, to which Mr 
day succeeded. In the sequel, it appeared 
that Mr. Leurens was nmght as it regarded 
Deave, and full justice was done to his sage- 
city and firmacas. 

When Mr. Laurens was a prisoner in the 
tour of London, whither he had been convey- 
ed, when taken on his passage to Holland, be 
maintasced hie ty, and asserted the cause 
of hu country resolution. Indirect at- 

pts were made to seduce bim, or shake 





himeel, aithough informed that hie Lill was 
erttled. 

im earlier Uc, Mr. Laurens had heen con- 
cerned in trade with a r. Aftera long 
and close atiention to the affairs of the count- 
ing house, be was desirous of making @ short 
excursion into the country, which he commu- 
nicated to hie partner, who made some objec- 
trons, Upon this, Mr. Laurens called the at- 
tention of his friend to the booke, and demon 
strated to him, that, for the preceding 5 
months, he had ea more work in the 
counting-house, before breakfasi every morn- 

, than bis partner had done in the course 

the whole of each of the same days. ‘This 
was a conclusive argument, and the objecuon 
was withdrawn.” 

Mr. Laurens always expressed a wish that, 
aficr his death, his body, instead of being bu- 
ned, should be burnt, and left directions to 
that eflect before he died, which were com- 
pled with. ‘To those to whom the matter 
not indifferent, it mght seem a more eccept- 
able method of dissolution, that the corpse 
should be consumed by fire, than left to slow 
decay or corruption, accessible to the cold 
and slimy worm of the earth. 

Thea frentleman seems to have been ae 
the most sincere of mankind. He was tran 
to an excess , and value! truth and honesty as 
the first of virtues. From first to last, his en- 
tere soul was with his country —What an in- 
teresting volume might be formed of recollec- 
tions of the traits of character of eminent men 
of the revolution. They would be read with 
infinitely greater eagerness than historical de- 
tails of operations which conduced to our in- 
dependence. They would sink deeply into 
the youthful mind, and excite an emulation 
that would not fail to be useful in every gene- 
ration, A school book of this desernption 
would be sure of success. It would serve in 
leu of traditional talea, of which the nations 
of Kurope have more than the people of the 
United States.
